Winnipeg.—- Addreesing the Cana- 
diau Club at a luncheon at the Royal 
Alexandra, on the subject, “The New 
Railway Situation,” E. W, Beatty, 
K.C., president of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company, gave a 
Plain intimation of a coming iIn- 
crease in rates.

Nothing could he, 
further from the facts. Being public} 
they are open to more 
criticism than other institutions.
